5. Use the proper type of in- 
sulation. If staples: are used, 
make sure they are insulated 
staples. 

6. Install wires in such a way 
that neither they nor their in- 
sulation will be damaged, 

7. Don't permit metal foil 
decbrations or metal reflectors 
to come in contact with lamp 
sockets. 

8. Arrange wiring so that 
water cannot drain into sockets
